The case of an Enterprise man 
charged possession of child 
pornography, enticing a minor for 
immoral purposes, rape and sodomy, 
spread into Elba last week after it 
was discovered at least one photo- 
graph confiscated in a recent raid 
was made in Elba. 

“We know for a fact that Harry 
Lewis Merton Jr. of Enterprise, who 
has been arrested on numerous sex 
charges, has been in Elba,’’ stated 
Elba Police Chief John Ed White. 

We have at least one picture that 
was made in Elba and we will now 
examine all the material seized to 
find out if any juveniles in Elba took 


with 


part.” 

Elba police officials were busy 
over the weekend examining 
approximately 4,000 slides and 
photographs involving teenagers, 
pre-teens and adults in various 
stages of sexual activity. The 


juveniles were predominantly black 
females, although white children 
were also visible. 

The case originated in mid-May 
when Dothan police arrested 
Merton, age 56, at his house trailer 
in Enterprise. Merton was formerly 
a school teacher at Carver Junior 
High School in Dothan, but was 
dismissed after pornogrpahic 
pictures apparently made at the 
school were found in the trunk of his 
car.

Unemployment Rate Dips To 9.1% In State 


Alabama's unemployment rate 
declined from 10.7 percent in March 
to 9.1 percent in April, according to 
Bill Heatherly director of the 
Alabama Department of Industrial 
Relations The year-ago rate 
measured 10.7 percent. April's rated 
represented 164,400 unemployed, 
compared to 193,100 in March, and 
191.500 a vear ago, and marked the 
first time since December 1980 that

Heatherly added that this month was 
the lowest the unemployment rate 
has been since May 1980, when it 
measured 8.4 percent 

Heatherly attributed the rate 
decline to seasonal increases in 
agricultural employment and recalls 
in the apparel! industry, coupled with 
significant gains in construction, 
trade and services.

Sentence For Cocaine Conviction 


A former Elba resident who 
pleaded guilty to a drug conspiracy 
charge in federal court received a 
four-year suspended sentence last 
week on the condition he serve a 
six-month sentence at a minimum 
security facility. 

The defendant, Dean Kyle, now a 
resident of Dothan, was _ initially 
indicted on six counts of drug 
smuggling and conspiracy; however, 


five counts were dropped after he 
pleaded guilty to conspiracy to 
possess one kilogram of cocaine with 
intent to distribute. 


United States Attorney John Bell 
stated the sentence was not the one 
recommended by his office and said 
the ‘‘lenient’’ sentence was 
apparently based on Kyle's coopera- 
tion with authorities. 


Three Elba Men Plead Not 
Guilty To Federal Drug Charges 


Three Elba men indicted recently 

-by a federal grand jury on a variety 

of drug charges all pleaded not guilty 

last week during arraignment 
proceedings in federal court. 

The local men, along with three 
others indicted, will all go to trial the 
week of July 15 in federal court in 
Dothan. 

The Elba men scheduled for trial 
include Robert Ross, charged with 
conspiring in 1983 to possess 10-20 
pounds of marijuana with intent to 
distribute; two counts of possession 
of marijuana and using a telephone 
to facilitate commission of a drug 
offense; Mike Bullard, charged with 
conspiracy in 1983 with possession of 


two-five ounces of cocaine with 
intent to distribute, conspiracy in 
October, 1983, to possess one-two 
ounces of cocaine with intent to 
distribute, and possession of one-two 
ounces of cocaine; and Shane 
Bullard, who faces the same charges 
as his brother, plus using a tele- 
phone to facilitate the commission of 
a drug offense. 


If convicted of all charges, Ross 
faces a maximum fine of $105,000 
and 23 years in prison; Mike Bullard 
faces a maximum fine of $75,000 and 
45. years in prison, and Shane 
Bullard faces a maximum fine of 
$135,000 and 53 years in prison.

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Attorney General Addresses Vacation Plans/Time Sharing

“You have already won one of 
the four (4) prizes listed below: 

1) new automobile; 2) vacation 
for two yalued at $1,000; 
3)microwave oven; 4) grandfather 
clock. 

Does this offer sound familiar? It 
probably does, since thousands of 
consumers receive mailing of this 
sort every year. 

The Attorney General's Office of 
Consumer Protection receives 
inquiries daily from Alabamians who 
want information on companies 
offering these ‘‘too good to be true’’ 
promotions, Generally, a trip to a 
resort area is required and an 
individual is subject to viewing 
vacation property. This usually 
involves a long sales presentation 
trying to sell time-sharing plans or 
condominiums to _ prospective 
buyers. The high pressure presenta- 
tion sometimes ends with consumers 
signing contracts for obligations they 
are unable to meet. 

The advertising of prizes by 
vacation promoters can be very 
misleading. The prizes are generally 
worth very little. A grandfather clock 
for instance, may be a ‘‘do it 
yourself’ model made of plywood. 
The microwave oven could be a 
child’s version. 

Vacation promoters claim that 
the larger prizes are awarded. 
However, many promoters are 
running advertisements offering the 
same prizes for many different resort 
areas at the same time. Therefore, 
the odds are much greater than they 
would be for one resort.

Mrs. Wright told the group that 
an Indian was required to marry 
within his/her own tribe. If a person 
ran away to get married, he/she got 
12 licks upon returning. When an 
Indian dies, he/she must be taken to 
a funeral home. When the body is 
taken home, it is stood up before 
members of the family tribe

government gave the white men the 
Indians’ land when they went to the 
land office and filed for it. The 
Indians had to get passports from 
their chiefs to cross the river to visit 
other people. In 1928 the Indians 
were required to get a real last 
name. In 1972 they were allowed to 
worship together. 

From Pea River, Mrs. Wright 
had arrow heads, hide scrapers, and 
a granite rock to display. She makes 
her own makeup using corncobs 
flour, and oil. The Indians used a 
substance called hemitite in drinks to 
make their skin red. They got their

When the body is 
taken home, it is stood up before 
members of the family tribe 

Mrs Wright said that the

government gave the white men the 
Indians’ land when they went to the 
land office and filed for it. The 
Indians had to get passports from 
their chiefs to cross the river to visit 
other people. In 1928 the Indians 
were required to get a real last 
name. In 1972 they were allowed to 
worship together. 

From Pea River, Mrs. Wright 
had arrow heads, hide scrapers, and 
a granite rock to display. She makes 
her own makeup using corncobs, 
flour, and oil. The Indians used a 
substance called hemitite in drinks to 
make their skin red. They got their 
war paint rocks from the

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HORTICULTURE TIPS 


IRISH POTATOES 

Irish potatoes harvested during 
the late spring and early summer 
normally do not keep well because of 
high temperatures. The ideal storage 
temperature is 55 to 60 degrees, and 
most of you do not have this kind of 
storage available. Here are some 
suggestions for reducing your losses 
in harvesting, handling and storing 
this crop: 


HARVESTING: Do not harvest 
potatoes to be stored until the vines 
are mature--that is, until they start 
yellowing. Mature potatoes do not 
skin as easily as immature potatoes. 
Potatoes exposed to high 
temperatures do not keep well. 
Harvesting in the morning will avoid 
exposure to high field temperature. 
Do not leave newly harvested 
potatoes in the sun for any length of 
time, Handle potatoes carefully to 
cut down on skinning and bruising. 


CURING: his is the process 
during which skinned and cut areas 
heal over. Better curing occurs in an 
area with fairly high humidity dnd a 
temperature of 60 to 75 degrees for 
two weeks, 

STORAGE: Ideal _ storage 
temperature is 55 to 60 degrees; 
however, very few will have such a 
place. Potatoes can be kept for a 
period of six weeks at a temperature 
of 70 to 75 degrees. At 80 degrees 
and above losses are usually heavy. 
Do not store in a windy area. 


PECAN LEAF PHYLLOXERA 

Pecan Leaf Phylloxera is a small 
aphid-like insect that causes gauze 
or tumor-like swellings on pecan 
leaves. These swellings will do very 
little harm to the tree and they do not 
harm to the tree and they are not a 
problem every year. There is no 
control that can be applied to them at 
this time. To control an insect spray 
has to be applied when the tree just 
begins to break buds. The timing of 
the spray is very critical for it to be 
effective.

CENTIPEDE DECLINE 

I have received numerous calls’ 
about centipedegrass this spring 
with the same general symptoms-- 
yellowing and dead patches. I wish | 
could recommend preventative or 
curative treatments that would solve 
the problem. However, I do not have 
the answer nor does research. I offer 
you my recommendations for the 
problem. 

We presently recommend two 
applications of fertilizer for 
centipedegrass (one in spring and 
the other in mid-summer). The type 
fertilizer used should be based on 
soil test results. If in doubt, apply 
15-0-15. Do not over-fertilize 
whether intentionally or unintention- 
ally (calibrate sprayer). One-half 
pound of actual nitrogen per 1,000 
square feet (1% pounds of 
ammonium nitrate) should keep 
most established lawns of centipede- 
grass with acceptable quality. 
However, if you need additional 
growth (dead spots and thin turf) the 
rate applied should be one pound 
actual nitrogen per 1,000 square feet 
both spring and mid-summer. 

Keep phosphorus levels 
adequate but not excessive. Do not 
apply phosphorus unless the soil test 
specifically recommends it. 

The mowing height should be no 
higher than 11% inches from the soil 
surface. I prefer a cutting height of 
one inch. The closer the stolons are 
kept to the soil surface, the fewer 
winter survival problems. 

In order to maintain the proper 
height in relation to the soil surface, 
thatch must be controlled. This 
should be done prior to the breaking 
of dormancy in the spring. Scalping 
with the mower and raking with a 
flexible rake is the most practical 
solution. 

Collect clippings at each mowing. 


Research shows this to be an 
important management tool for 
healthy centipedegrass. 

Chlorosis (yellowing) can be 


corrected with an application of iron 
sulfate in the spring (4 oz./1000 
square feet). Chelated iron will last

SAFETY 
We have dozens of farmers who 
are leaving empty fungicide, 


herbicide, and insecticide cans 
around machinery sheds and barns 
where young children can get to 
them. When I mention this _ to 
some of them, the usual answer is, 
“I don't have young children to get 
into these cans.'’ However, you 
never know when a neighbor's child 
or grandchildren or some other 
young person may be visiting your 
place and get in trouble. 

Don't take a chance on poisoning 
some person. Dispose of these cans 
on your farm or take them to the 
landfill!!! 

START NOW 

Unfortunately, a lot of C.~ 2 
County peanut producers wait too 
late to begin leafspot control. We 
recommend starting leafspot control 
30 to 45 days after planting or by 
June 1, 

Georgia research has shown that 
early starting of fungicide 
applications pays. Some of their 
work showed that an application 
started the last week in May netted 
$75 more than later starting dates. If 
your peanuts were planted back in 
mid-April to the first of May, go 


ahead and begin your fungicide 
application now. On later planted 
peanuts start your leafspot control 
program as soon as the plants are 
hand size. 

Leafspot control has a direct 
bearing on yield. Good leafspot 
control also lengthens the period 
when peanuts can be harvested 
safely. Don’t take a chance. Begin 
your leafspot control.

Likewise, two 
applications in the fall should take 
the grass into the winter in a 
healthier condition. Make one 
application one to two weeks before

Shade and traffic compounds the 
above problems. Centipedegrass has 
been ‘‘over sold’’ for headed areas 

As you can see, there is no simple, 
gimmick answer to managing centi 
pedegrass. It takes a well planned

USDA Announces

On May 21, 1985, the U.S 
Department of Agriculture 
announced price support levels--by 
type, quality and location--for the 
1985 peanut crop. Support is based 
on the previously announced 
national levels of $559 per short ton 
for quota peanuts amd $148 per ton 
for additional peanuts. 

Everett Rank, Administrator of 
USDA's Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service, said the 
quota support level by type, for an 


very 
Two or 


average grade ton of 1985-crop 
peanuts will be: 
***$543.02 for Virginia-type 


peanuts. 
***$565.91 for Runner-type peanuts; 


***$539.24 for Spanish-type 
peanuts; 
***$543.02 for Valencia-type 


peanuts trom the Southwest area 
which are suitable for cleaning and 
roasting; and 

***$539.24 for other Valencias. 

Rank said the method of 
computing differentials for the 1985 
crop is the same as for the 1984 crop, 
except that a 4-year statistical base 
was used to project the expected 
percentages of extra latge kernels in 
a ton of Virginia-type peanuts. 

The actual support levels for an 
individual lot of peanuts depend on 
the percent of the various sizes of 
kernels in each ton and other factors, 

For each percent of sound mature 
kernels including sound split 
kernels, the support level per ton is: 
***Virginia-type peanuts, $8.087; 
***Runner-type, 37.928; 
***Spanish, type, 57.968; 
***Valencia-type peanuts in the 
Southwest area suitable for cleaning 
and roasting, $8.136; and 
***other Valencias, $7.968, 

The loan value for additional 
peanuts is 26.48 percent of the 
applicable quota rate, Rank said 
This factor represents the ratio of the 
$148 per ton national support level 


“for additional peanuts to the $559 per 


ton national support level for quota 


peanuts, 
Additional peanuts are those 
grown in addition to a farm’s 


poundage quota or those grown ona 
farm with no poundage quota. 

The final rule regarding the May 
21 announcement was scheduled to 
appear in the May 22 Federal 
Register.

Extracted honey contains water 
which will affect the amount of liquid 
used in a recipe when honey is 
substituted for sugar.

If, for example, honey is 
substituted for all sugar, reduce 
liquid one-half. If honey is very thin 
or very thick, this proportion may 
have to be adjusted 

Bake your honey products at the 
lowest temperature possible. This 
prevents loss or change of flavor of 
the honey and also avoids too rapid 
browning 


CONVENIENCE FOOD 

Many of us who have limited time 
and money often rely on convenience 
foods that are quick and easy to 
prepare, But these foods generally 
cost more than preparing from 
scratch 

Good buys in convenience food 
usually include frozen orange juice 
concentrate, frozen french-fried 
potatoes, instant non-fat dry milk,

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Coffee County School Board Votes To Close Goodman School 


The last of Coffee County's rural, 
community schools closed its doors 
for good last week when the Coffee 
County Board of Education voted to 
close the Goodman school and 
consolidate its students with those at 
New Brockton and Kinston. 

The action came at a special 
meeting of the county board on 
Friday, May 31, at Kinston High 
School 

County Supt. of Education John 
W. Vaughan passed out a detailed 
study of the problems at Goodman to 
all the board members and publicly 


identified the problems to all present 
at the meeting. 

The figures showed Goodman 
finished the school year with a 
student population of 143 in grades 
kindergarten nine, while the 
projected enrollment for 1985-86 was 
142. The projected enrollment per 
grade was: 


Kindergarten - 10 
Ist Grade - 16 
2nd Grade - 11 
jrd Grade - 13 
4th Grade - 10 


County School Board Receives $225,000 


To Aid In Rebuilding Vocational School 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held a special meeting on 
Friday, May 31, at Kinston High 
School and after a lenghy discussion 
on the closing of Goodman School 
(see related news story) handled 
routine business, 

Supt. John W. Vaughan told the 
board that the state had given the 
county system $225,000 to rebuild 
the vocational building at Kinston 
High School. The building burned 
recently and the county had applied 
for special funding to aid in the 
sonstruction of a new building. 

While Vaughan stated the funds 
would not cover all the rebuilding 
expense, he said he was thankful for 
the funds and said he would 
personally thank the governor. 


The results of the Stanford 
Achievement Test were revealed and 
students in the county system ranked 
tops in the state among county 
students 

“I'm excited and proud of the 
results,’’ stated Supt. Vaughan, 
“and it reflects the fine job the 
teachers in the system are doing.”’ 

The board announced the 
employment of four new teachers to 
fill vacancies in the system. 
Employed were: Jimmy Pirkle 
math teacher at New Brockton; Mike 
Harrelson - vocational agriculture 
teacher at Kinston; Mrs. Hartin 
biology teacher at Kinston, and Lynn 
Cook - Spanish teacher in the system 
(contingent upon completion of 
studies). 


General Telephone Customers Will Notice 


$1 A Month Increase In Phone Bills 


On June 1, a new $1 a month 
nationwide ‘'subscriber line charge"’ 
became effective for residential and 
single-line business telephone 
customers 

General Telephone customers 
will begin seeing the charge on their 
June bills. Because the charges are 
billed in advance and retroactive to 
June 1, most customers will pay a 
full month's charge plus a partial 
month's charge, causing the first 
such fee to be more than $1, But 
subscriber line charges of future bills 
will be exactly $1 

At the same time, AT&T will 
reduce rates for many long-distance 
calls The reduction will vary, 
depending on the time of day a call is 
placed and the distance between the 
calling and destination points, but 
rates will go down an average of 5.6 
percent, 

Subscriber line charges are 
scheduled to increase to $2 in June 
1986 

These new charges, formerly 
called ‘‘access charges’, are fees 
established by the Federal 
Communications Commission (FCC) 
to help cover the costs of lines and 
other equipment connecting 
customers’ telephones to each local 
telephone company’s equipment. 
Business customers with more than 
one telephone line have been paying 
the fees since Muy 1984 


“! hope our customers will 
remember that this $1 fee -- ordered 
by the FCC -- is caused by the 
restructuring of revenue for all local 
telephone companies, including 
General Telephone. It is not a local 
rate increase requested by General 
Telephone,’’ said W.L. Entz, 
Alabama General Manager 


The FCC ordered this restructur- 
ing of telephone company revenue 
after the advent of competition for 
long-distance business and the 
break-up of AT&T, which ended the 
division of revenues process. Long- 
distance rates have traditionally 
been set artifically high, so part of 
the long-distance revenue could be 
used to help subsidize local service. 
This, in turn, kept local service rates 
artifically low. But with the intro- 
duction of competition into the 
long-distance market, long-distance 
rates are decreasing, meaning rates 
for local service cannot be subsidized 
as they have been. Each part of a 
customer's telephone service must 
begin paying for itself.

Two Elba Men Receive Jail Terms & Stiff 


Fines In Circuit Court This Week 


Two young Elba men received jail 
sentences and stiff fines this week in 
Circuit Court after pleading guilty to 
criminal mischief-first degree. 

The two men were charged with 
criminal mischief after moving a 
portable Pepsi concession stand from 
a local shopping center and pushing 
it over the old Elba dam 

Billy Joe Berry received a 
sentence of 2-years in jail under the 
split sentence act, with six-months 
active time in the Coffee County 
Work Release program and the 
remaining 1'4-years on probation 
During the probationary period, 
Berry must provide 200 hours of 


community service. Berry was also 
ordered to pay $1,344 restitution to 
the local Pepsi distributor for 
damages to the concession wagon 
and received a $500 court fine 

Alcus Michael New received a 
sentence of 4-years under the split 
sentence act, with six- months active 
time in the Coffee County Work 
Release program and the remaining 
1%4-yvears on probation, During the 
probationary period, New must 
provide 200 hours of community 
service. New was also ordered to pay 
restitution in the amount of $1,344 to 
the local Pepsi distributor and fined 
$1,000 by the court

Billy Joe Magwood, convicted of 
murder and sentenced to die in the 
electric chair for the shooting death 
of Coffee County Sheriff Neil 
Grantham, may soon be headed back 
to court in his continuing appeal of 
the death sentence 


Mapgwood's attorney made 
numerous appeals in federal district 
court relative to the execution and to 
Magwood's sanity, and all were 
denied except one, The appeal will 
be heard in the Lith Circuit Court of 
Appeals

‘‘New Hope had a population of 
152 when we closed it last year,”’ 
stated Vaughan, ‘‘and we told 
everyone involved that if Goodman's 
enrollment slipped to that figure 
action would be taken. The decline 
in student population has been 
evident for a number of years and 
has falled from 229 in 1980 to 172 in 
the fall of 1984 and now to 142.”’ 

The declining enrollment has 
resulted in a severe cutback in 
teacher funding at Goodman, added 
Supt. Vaughan, and figures showed 
that if the school was reopened for 
the 1985-86 school year the state 
would only provide funding for five 
te.ching slots, including a principal. 
rhe additional positions would have 
to be paid by the county at a 
minimum cost of $125,000 

**Goodman was the only school in 
he county that was not accredited,”’ 
said Vaughan, ‘“‘and it too was a 
result of not having the enrollment to 
justify adding extra teachers. Under 
the new ‘Plan For Excellence,’’ 
Goodman wouldn't have been able to 
offer its students even the required 
courses.”’ 

Under the ‘‘Plan For Excellence”’ 
the limited faculty would have 
prevented such curricular and extra- 
curricular courses and activities as 
Spanish (grades 7-9); home 
economics and home and personal 
management (required in grade 8); 
algebra (needed in grade 9 to pursue 
Honors Diploma); typing; guidance 
counselors; music, chorus and band; 
librarians; computer literacy and 
volleyball, football and girl's basket- 
ball 

A detailed sheet listing expenses 
above state allocated funds showed a 
yearly savings of $200,000 to the 
county system after the closing of 
Goodman. 

The list included: 


Teacher salary $125,000 
Aids salary $7,900 
Lunchroom salary $14,200 
Custodian salary $7,380 
Bus drivers $10,397 
Secretary salary $8,670 
Utilities $3,600 
Transportation $11,598 
Mise $10,000 


A vocal group of Goodman 
supporters questioned the plan to 
close the school and stated if school 
zones were enforced the school 
would have enough students to 
remain open. Some of the supporters 
argued the financial savings listed 
and declared if the school was closed 
all the recent renovations would just 
be a waste of taxpayers’ money

and one student were at GoodmarrSchool last Friday morning when word came that the county school 
board had voted to close the rural school that housed 142 students in grades K-9. 


The supporters asked the board 
to delay its decision for at least 
two-weeks to give the members of 
the community a chance to study 
ways of raising needed funds A 
public meeting at the school was also 
requested to allow board members to 
meet with more members of the 
community. 

The board asked Supt. Vaughan

In an interview with THE ELBA 
CLIPPER, Supt. Vaughan stated, 
I'm thinking about the students at 
Goodman first and | have to place

The county school officials have 
watched the declining enrollment at 
Goodman _ since 1969,’ said 
Vaughan and the state 
commended closing it in 1970; 
however, the school was maintained 
as long as possible. The decline in 
enrollment was due in part to a 
declining birth rate and also the 
decline in people involved in 
agriculture, This past vear Goodman 
was the smallest K-9 school in the 
state. For the past year, the school 
board spent more money per student 
in Goodman than at any other school 


“Based upon what I have shown you 
today and acting in the best interest 
of the students, I recommiend 
Goodman School be consolidated 
with New Brockton and Kinston. 
Bill Boland made a motion to 
consolidate the Goodman School and 
Tom Dyess seconded the motion. 
Harrell Carroll and Preston Kelley, 
Jr., offered a motion to give the 
residents of the community two 


in the system.’ 

“Some will say we've thrown 
money away at Goodman in recent 
years,’’ added Vaughan, ‘‘but the 
extensive renovation was an attempt 
to keep the education process high 
and to encourage future enrollment. 
I don't think any school system in the 
state watches its finances more than 
we do and I assure everyone that all 
money spent was in the best interest 
of the students at Goodman.”’ 

“To keep Goodman open would 
have cost a minimum of $175 
200,000,’" said Vaughan, ‘‘and to 
meet all academic requirements 
would add at least another $100,000 
in teacher salaries alone!”’ 

“Coffee County will now have 
three solid schools (Zion Chapel, 
Kinston and New Brockton),’’ said

In closing, Supt. Vaughan stated, 
‘Emotionally, no one wants to close 
a school, However, anyone who 
studies the facts and figures would 
have to agree the decision is best for 
the children.”’ 

It was announced following the 
meeting that no teachers would lose 
a job because of the closing and that 
the school building would not be 
allowed to deteriorate or become an 
eyesore to the community.

Reduction In Utility Bills 


KVA demand charge from Alabama 
Electric is partially a result of the 
sale of excess capacity of electricity 
to other utility systems. Also, the 
temporary change in the KVA 
jemand charge is due to the un- 
budgeted excess revenues received 
through the ratcheting provisions of 
the wholesale power rate because of 
the extremely high peak demand 
experienced from the cold weather in 
January, 1985S. 

South Alabama Electric's power 
adjustment will be reduced from 1.68 
mills or $1.68 per 1,000 kWh to 1.12 
or $1.12 per 1,000 kWh through 
December, 1988. The lowering of 
the power adjustment will save the 
ooperative members 56 cents per 
1,000 kWh per month It is 
‘stimated that the total savings to 
the members through December will 
be approximately $41,000 in reduced 
utility bills 

Max Davis, general manager, 
commented that Alabama Electric 
Cooperative responded in a timely 
manner in providing the reduction in

The water shortage is due 
primarily to the condition of two of 
the city’s three water pumps. One 
pump is pumping only 230 gallons of

A contract to repair the pumps 
has been awarded; however, due to 
delays in the arrival of equipment, 
the wells are not expected to be 
pumping at maximum capacity for 
8-10 weeks.
